The application has been amended as follows: On line 9 of claim 1, insert the 
following between "a first fluorescent bulb" and "configured to replace a standard 
fluorescent bulb," --- ,in conjunction with said repeater, — 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to teach or suggest a repeater for mounting to an electrically powered fluorescent light 
fixture, which incorporates a transceiver, a first power supply, and a plug configured to 
mate with the socket of a fluorescent light fixture. Further claimed is a housing unit for 
housing the transceiver and the first power supply, wherein the housing unit plugs into a 
socket of the fluorescent fixture, and the opposite end of the housing, which is the 
repeater itself, is configured to accept a first fluorescent lamp, so that the repeater and 
the first fluorescent lamp, in conjunction with one another, replace a standard 
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fluorescent lamp, while maintaining the functionality of the fluorescent light fixture, as 
shown in Figure 5A.
